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1 The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject nnatter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1, 3 and 5-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Hara et al. (5,252,269) as set forth in the previous Office action. 

3. Claims 2 and 4 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

4. Applicants' arguments filed March 23, 2004 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. Applicants argue that Hara does not teach or suggest the 
claimed features of filling a resin containing a foaming agent into a mold cavity by 
injection within a time period from a time point just before completion of mold clamping 
to a time point after the completion of mold clamping. Applicants further state that 
because Hara shows and states that the cavity clearance is increasing as the resin melt 
is supplied, Hara does not show or state mold clamping. This is not persuasive 
because even as the cavity clearance is increasing in the process of the Hara 
reference, a pressure on the resin melt is being maintained (see column 2, lines 41-47), 
thus indicating that at least some clamping force is being provided during that time 
period.
